The situation grew out of an all- 
day debate on a resolution providing 
for another general conference in 
May, 1925. Its adoption would leave 
the delegates with nothing to do, for 
rules adopted provide that the only 
business that can le transacted is 
consideration of th: unification pian. 

The resolution. which was intro- 
duced jointly by Dr. A. J. Lamar, of 
Nashville, Tenn., and svseph E, 
Cockrell, of Dallas, Texas, follows: 

Text of Resolution. 4 
“The text of the resolution follows: 

“Whereas, there has been expressed 
a doubt as to the legality of the spe- 
cial session of the general conference, 
and, 

“Whereas, if the plan of unification 
now proposed is finally adopted by a 
constitutional method, the result will 
involve the title to all property in 
the church; and, 

“Whereas, it is certain that if a 
general conference is called by the 
bishops by and with the advice of all 
the annual conferences as the consti- 
tution clearly provided prior to 1866, 
there can bc no question of the legal- 
ity of a general conference so called; 
therefore, 

“Be it resolved: That this general 
eonference requests the bishops ‘and 
all the annual conferences to join in 
ne call for the general conference to 
meet the first Wednesday in May, 
1925, to vote on the adoption of the 
plan of unification of our church and 
the Methodist Episcopal church sub- 
mitted to this general conference by 
the commission on unification.” 

Dr. Lamar explained that his reso- 
lution was offered solely in the in- 
terest of peace, peace now and in the 
(uture. He pointed out the numerous 
suits which arose over church property 
Cumberland Presbyterian 
church some years ago voted to unite 
with one oi the larger Presbyterian 
bodies.

One-fifth of the 5,000,000 teachers 
in the world, he announced, are now 
in the World Federation of Educa- 
tional Organs. ‘This world federation 
will hold a meeting in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, next July, which doubtless 
will be the greatest educational gath- 
ering the world has ever seen. 

Dr. Thomas stressed the need for 
strengthening national groups in or- 
der to augment the international or- 
ganization. 

The emphasis which the world edu- 
cational groups are putting upon the 
celebration of May 18 as Good Will 
day was described by Dr. Thomas, 
and he further announced that Mex- 
ico is the first country to accede to 
the request of the educational groups 
for educational ataches at the em- 
bassies and legations,

Superintendent Sutton, of the At- 
lanta public schools, in pursuance of 
his policy of utilizing for h‘s schools 
all outside agencies, has rhuwn him- 
self one of ‘the first superintendents 
of the country to appreciate all that 
the Junior Red Cross may bring into 
the schools of helpful activities and 
wider outlook. 

He gave voice to this appreciation’ 
at one meeting and made a short talk 
on the subject: “Heart, Soul and 
Deep Purpose as a Factor in Educa- 
tion,” pointing out how the junior 
program with its motto, “I serve.” em- 
listed the heart, soul and deep purpose 
of the child.

By a virtually unanimous vote, the 
convention of superior court judges, 
in session Wednesday at the Fulton 
county courthouse, adopted a resvlu- 
tion changing rules of practice in the 
superior court to the extent that ar- 
gument of counsel in all criminal 
cases, except capital cases, was lim- 
ited to half hour to a side. Up to 
this time the limit has been one bour 
to a side. 

The action of the judges, who fix 
rules of practice within limits 6f the 
statutes of the state, does not alter 
the discretion of judges, however. to 
grant additional time for argument in 
criminal cases, or other cases. 

The judges also adopted the resolu- 
tion providing that lawyers must se 
cure an order from the judge of the 
superior court before taking court 
papers from the courthouse. 

Oppose Overriding Courts.

CONVENTION PROCEEDINGS

Madison Square Garden, New York,

BRITAIN IN INDIA, 

When the British authorities in 
India placed Mahatma Gandhi in jail, 
it was thought that the force of the 
non-resistance movement had been 
broken. For a time it actually 
looked as if the non-cooperation of 
the masses of natives and the boy- 
cott’ of British goods and British in- 
stitutions would lose its effective- 
ness. 

Reports in the British press, how- 
ever, indicate that the movement is 
gaining in strength and is over- 
reaching in significance and import- 
ance anything that was hoped by its 
inceptors., 

A clergyman writing in the Man- 
chester Guardian tells some astound- 
ing stories of incidents he _ wit- 
nessed in the Punjabi and Sikh re- 
gions. The Akali movement there 
is directed to a return to the sim- 
plicity and original tenets of the 
Sikh faith. 

For that purpose communal 
kitchens have been installed and the 
old priestly caste that has been ad- 
ministering church property has 
been asked to give up the lands to 
the community for use. 

In many instances, however, the 
priests refuse to leave the lands and 
are upheld by the British authori- 
ties, who seem to be concerned 
most of all with maintaining order. 

The clergyman correspondent 
tells of the attempts of the Sikhs 
to take possession of the lands 
which belong to them by virtue of 
ancient right.

The only remedy lies in the way 
of greater autonomy for India, a 
taking into the partnership of the 
British empire of the different In- 
dian states. 

lf Britain had not adopted that 
attitude toward Canada and South 
Africa and Australia long ago, it 
seems altogether likely that these 
countries would have broken away 
from the British connection. 

The road toward peace in India 
is indicated by past history. Great- 
er freedom for the people, more 
participation in the affairs of admin- 
istration by the natives. That’s the 
only way out to prevent a catas- 
trophe compared to which the Black 
Hole of Calcutta will be mere child’s 


play. 


A WISE CHANGE. 
The proposal to change the date 


bly from the third Wednesday in 
June to the first Wednesday in Jan- 
uary is, to all. appearances, one 
against which little, if any, argu- 
ment can reasonably be advanced. 

Since the days when the mid- 
summer sessions were inaugurated, 
conditions in Georgia have under- 
gohe remarkable changes. At that 
time, the farmer members of the 
legislature—composing a large ma- 
jority of both houses—were better 
able to leave their plantations in 
midsummer, the “laying-by’” time, 
than any other period of the year. 
Changes in agricultural methods, 
however, have largely altered this. 
New crops introduced in many sec- 
tions as part of the program of farm 
diversification demand close atten- 
tion throughout the summer; many 
of them are marketed in June, July 
and August. And cotton itself is 
not planted at the same time of 
year it used to be. 

Many planters, therefore, find it 
easier to leave their homes in Jan- 
uary and February, when practically 
the only work being done is the 
breaking of land, than they do in 
the summer. 

Aside from this consideration of 
convenience, however, there are 
many reasons why this proposal 
should be carried through into ac- 
tual fact.

The figures on the condition of 
cotton in the state of Georgia, re- 
leased by the government Wednes- 
day, and showing this state had im- 
proved seven per cent since the first 
report a2 month ago, are most en- 
couraging. The condition of 75 per 
cent of normal shows above every- 
thing else that the farmers of Geor- 
gia were not discouaged by the poor 
crop of last year, and have deter- 
mined to bring this year’s yield 
rearer to 1,000,000 bales. 

Good weather has been in the 
farmer's favor, and it is this that has 
helped the crop offset the activity 
of the weevil. 

The war is on in Georgia against 
the weevil, and the present condi- 
tion of the cotton crop is splendid 
indication that the farmers of Geor- 
gia have not lacked the fighting 
_ Spirit.

SOME USE FOR THE BUGS IN 
GRANDFATHER’S CHEST. 
Chronic bronchitis, recurring winter 
cough, bronchorrhea, bronchiectasis, 


emphysema—in other words why does 
grandfather cough and wheeze? Main- 
ly because he has bugs in his chest. 
And why do the bugs get into grand- 
father’s chest? Surely they don't 
pick on grandfather just because his 
chest is a little old and worn and 
crawl in to winter there without his 
consent. No. These “bugs” are as 
incapable of such conduct as are the 
dahlias and begonias in grandmother's 
conservatory. The mitrobes concern- 
ed are neither animals nor plants, but 
organizms sharing the attributes of 
both forms of life. There is just one 
serious objection to calling disease 
germs “bugs”—it conveys a sugges- 
tion of active movement or travel, 
even of “lurking” about in quest of 
prey. Of course germs never do any- 
thing like that—outside of the roman- 
tic imagination of the ad writer. 
Germs never go anywhere unless. they 
are carried there by some agency in- 
tentionally or accidentally, So far as 
the respiratory infections are con- 
cerned the carrier of the germs is 
usually human. But that’s another 
story. Grandfather has bugs in his 
chest, however they got there, and 
the question before the house is, can 
we persuade some ofthe bugs to work 
for grandfather. Sure, when the 
germs are dead. "These bugs are like 
Indiams in that respect—good if dead. 
It would be fine for grandfather if 
Mwe could make good germs of his en- 
tire collection at one swell whoop, but 
experience has satisfied us that you 
can’t kill off any considerable share 
of the bugs in grandfather's chest 
without damaging grandfather beyond 
repair, not with any known antisep- 
tic or germicide, at any rate. So we 
have to try the next best thing, that 
is, to raise grandfather's specific re- 
sisting power against the particular 
germs which are causing his bron- 
chitis. In other words, we resort to a 
homeopathic principle, bacterin treat- 
ment, sometimes called bacterial vac- 
cines, a treatment which consists in 
administering by injection under the 
skin or into muscle at intervals of 
measured numbers of the killed bodies 
of the germs which the bacteriologists 
find responsible for the bronchitis. A 
hair of the dog that bites grandfa- 
ther, you see. 

The bacterin used in such a case 
must be autogenous, that ‘is, it must 
be prepared by the bacteriologist from 
the very strains of germs which pre- 
dominate in the cultures made from 
the sputum, for the use of ready made 
“stock” bacterins would probably only 
arouse grandfather's resistance to 
strains of germs or bugs he hasn’t got 
in his chest at all. Even pneumo- 
cocci, the germs which cause pneumo- 
nia, many cases of bronchitis and 
other respiratory infections, have their 
cliques and clans and the different 
cliques have different specificity and 
demand specific antidotes. And then 
the common associated microbes, the 
streptococci and the staphylococci, re- 
quire specific attention, each after its 
kind, so that an autogenous bacterin 
is the only kind worth whiie. 

This bacterin or “vaccine” treat- 
ment has brought about some remark- 
able improvement in certain cases and 
no apparent benefit at all in others. 
For the subject of chronic bronchitis 
who can have the necessary medical 
care, the bacterin treatment at least 
offers a fair prospect of benefit and is 
well worth the trial.

Answer.—The pores do not open 
and sweat.

Washington, July 2—A_ eotton 
crop of 12,144,000 bales this year 
was forecast today by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

The cendition of the crop on June 
25 was 71.2 per cent of normal, com- 


or 


69.9 on June 25, last year and 74.8, 
the average on June 25 for the last 
ten years, 

The area of cotton in cultivation 


is about 40,403,000 acres, an in- 
crease of 1,402,000 acres, or 4.4 per 
cent as compared with the revised 
estimate of acreage in cultivation a 
year ago. 

Improvement Sé€en. 

Marked improvement of the cotton 
crop is reported by the United States 
department of agriculture on July 2, 
for the date of June 25, improve- 
ment during the last week of the 
period being especially marked. 

The outlook for the cotton crop 
is more hopeful than it was at this 
time last year, the report says. The 
season is still late, but comparative- 
ly not everywhere as late as it was 
a month ago. The crop is growing 
well, has good color and is well cul- 
tivated, except where there has been 
excessive rain, The stand 


count of replanting. 

Boll weevils are reparted much 
less than they were last ar, except 
in southern and central Texas.

Some sections have received too fre- 
quent rains lately, but such condi- 
tions were local and rather spotted up 
to report date (June 25). Some hail 
damage reported in parts of northern 
Georgia, the most sericus being in 
Hart county, where about 1,000 acres 
were damaged so as to ¢hake replant- 
ing necessary. 

Compared with acreage planted and 
standing June 25 last year, farmers 
of Georgia have reduced their cotton 
acreage 2 per cent. Generally spenking, 
| the acreage is smaller in south Geor- 
gia, and greater in north Georgia, the 
greatest reduction being in the coun- 
ties hardest hit by the failure of last 
years crop. Several counties in the 
central part of the state, that have 
grown a negligible amount of cotton 
for the past few years, are coming 
back to some extent this year.
